An account laid on the table of the 
Oireachtas yesterday shows that up to 
March 31 last the total amount issued

BOMBED IN ERROR 


NEW YORK, Tuesday.—Mistaking 
her for an enemy vessel, Australian 
war ’planes attacked the United States 
destroyer, Peary, ‘near Darwin, and 
scored a hit on the after deck, accord- 
ing to a broadcast by the Columbia 
broadcasting system. “ The ship, 
though frantically signalling, did not 
fire back at the Allies, who honestly 
believed the vessel was an enemy one. 
Finally, a bomb fell on the after deck, 
setting fire to ammunition. The 
Peary limped into Darwin, where 
repairs were pas completed, 
when the Japanese bombed and sank 
her.’’—(The Associated Press.) 


Mr. R. K. Law (Under-Secretary, 
Foreign Office), in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, told Sir William 
Davison (Conservative) that before the 
decision to receive a Japanese Envoy 
was announced by the Holy See, His 
Majesty’s Government made it clear 
that the appointment would be 
widely interpreted as being the result 
of Axis pressure and condonation oí 
Japan’s treacherous and unprovoked 
attack. The Vatican had replied 
that negotiations had been opened in 
1922, and that it was decided to estab- 
lish diplomatic relations in order to 
safeguard the spiritual interests of the 
Roman Catholic order, and should not 
be regarded as connected with tem- 
poral interests, or in any way due to 
outside pressure.

sioners. Furthermore, we foresaw the 
danger that identity of nomen- 
clature might tend to identify move- 
ments, whose essential aims had. 
little in common, and even might 
become antagonistic. Our fears have 
been realised. Muintir na Tire, 
faithful to its policy of voluntary 
effort, free of official control, now 
finds itself in open conflict with a 
body which claims to represent 
parish councils throughout the 
counties of Leinster. Not only does 
such an assumption of title and 
function suggest its promoters’ 
desire to supersede Muintir na Tire 
as the central organ of parish 
councils, but it is alleged that one 
of its purposes is to. convert 
voluntary committees into official 
instruments of local administration. 
Consequently, there now is an open 
rupture, which inevitably must tend 
to shake public confidence in the 
prospects and values of parish 
organisation. At any time such a 
split would be deplorable. At this 
juncture, when the maximum of co- 
operative effort is necessary to 
increase the country’s food reserves, 
& grave responsibility rests on the 
shoulders of any person or organisa- 
tion whose action is inspired by 
thoughts of personal prestige or 
sectional amour propre. Even 
‘political ambitions which might be 
Tespected in normal conditions 
ought now to be submerged in self- 
denying efforts to safeguard com- 
munity interests. The time will 
come to settle differences of opinion 
between the voluntary doctrines of 
Muintir na Tire and of those who 
believe. that the parish council 
should become an integral part of 
the machinery of government. Few 
things could be more futile—or, 
indeed, more impertinent—than 
efforts to precipitate such issues in 
hours of grave national emergency. 
Apart from such obvious considera- 
tions, there are the facts that Mr. de 
Valera has expressed his unqualified 
approval of Muintir na Tire’s policy 
and methods, and that legislation 
has been so framed as to encourage 
parish councils to eo-operate in the 
business of local government. In 
such circumstances, the duty of 
citizens obviously is to reinforce, 
rather than to obstruct, the efforts 
of the Rev. Father Hayes and his 
colleagues. | 
Consistently with that support, 
there is no reason why efforts 
should not be made more fully to 
adapt the parish council movement 
to the present and prospective needs 
of the community. While this news- 
paper has praised the spirit, and in 
general the methods, of Muintir na 
Tire, we have not hesitated to 
indicate certain directions in which 
its influence might be extended and 
reinforced: We are convinced, for 
instance, that much would be gained 
if the organisation—without sacrifice 
of its definitely rural aims and out- 
look—could be induced to develop 
an urban wing to its activities. We 
are persuaded that valuable oppor- 
tunities have been lost already for 
lack of effective co-operation between 
rural and urban councils: Indeed, 
it may be possible to trace the 
present “split” to the absence of 
some such co-operative link between 
country. and city. Our suggestion 
that Muintir na Tire’s principles of 
organisation could’ usefully be 
applied to city conditions rests, 
however, on other than emergency 
considerations. It is based on tho 
conviction that something must be 
done to fill the ever-widening gap 
between the citizen and the authori- 
ties of municipal government—-some- 
thing that will balance, and will 
counteract, the dangers that are 
inherent in the system of managerial 
control. In a recent broadcast Mr. 
G. H. O. Cole—a recognised leader 
in social and civic studies—ex- 
pressed his conviction that some- 
thing analogous to Muintir na Tire’s 
parish council was necessary to 
preserve democratic government from 
the rapid onward march of muni- 
cipal bureaucracies.

future. There is small likelihood 


of obtaining more or better coal 


for the restoration of the rail- 
way services to anything like 
their pre-war quality, and any 
hope that may have existed of an 
improvement in the country’s quota 
of petrol and oil has been offset by 
the realisation that no rubber is 
available to replenish the country’s 
rapidly diminishing stock of tyres. 
In other words, there is less public 
transport than at any time in the 
past twenty years, while the abandon- 
ment of private motoring—which 
includes motoring by commercial 
travellers and other semi-professional 
drivers—will mean a considerably 
greater demand upon what there is. 
That is one disability of the new 
restrictions. Another, as we fear, 
will be perceptible when Mr. Sean 
T. O’Kelly introduces his Budget 
next month, and seeks new means to 
compensate for the substantial lack 
of revenue which in normal years 
would have been contributed in the 
form of road tax and petrol duties. 
Facts, however, are facts. It is not 
the fault of anybody in this country 
that there is not enough petrol, or 
that the supply of tyres is in- 
sufficient, to keep private cars on 
the roads and to keep the public 
transport services at their old 
efficiency. These restrictions must be 
accepted as part of the price that 
Ireland, in common with the rest of 
the world, must pay for the privilege 
of living in these times. They will 
mean a wholesale readjustment of 
the lives of many thousands of 
people; they will involve genuine 
hardship for many and inconvenience 
for most; but let us repeat—plati- 
tude or no platitude—that things 
might be worse.

COMPENSATING IRISH 
SEAMEN 


Mr. Lemass told Mr. J. A. Costello 
(F.G., Dublin Townships), in the Dail, 
that it was proposed to deal with the 
matter of compensation to seamen, 
belonging to Irish registered ships, 
injured through belligerent action, and 
their dependants, in the event of death 
through such action, by an Order under 
the Emergency Powers Act, 1939.

Diagnosis 


The use of X-ray examination in 
detecting early cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis was approved yesterday by 
the insurance committee which ad- 
ministers medical benefit for half a 
million people in Glasgaw and is one 
of the most progressive local adminis- 
trations in these islands. The com- 
mittee are determined that more per- 
sistent, efforts must be made, especi- 
ally because of the regrettable in- 
crease in tuberculosis in young women 
during war-time, to discover patients 
in the early stages before they become 
infectious. The only method of detect- 
ing tuberculosis before it produces 
symptoms is by the X-ray examination 
of the chest—a simple, painless and 
rapid process.

Fuel Ration 


This afternoon’s announcement that 
coal, coke, gas, electricity, and paraffin 
will be rationed, drove even the war 
news off the front pages. How Sir 
William Beveridge’s scheme will im- 
pose an automatic stop on the con- 
eumption of big or electricity if the 
ration is used before a ration period 
ends, has not been announced. It is 
known, however that each household 
will have a ration calculated on present 
needs, and not on previous consump- 
tion, and that, in addition, each person 
will have a personal ration. The per- 
sonal ration is intended to meet the 
case of people who move about. Per- 
manent residents at hotels and board- 
ing houses will have to surrender inter- 
changeable fuel “ points” in the same 
way as their food coupons, There will 
be a bigger proportional cut in fuel 
for large houses than for small, and 
supplementary allowances for invalids 
and business or professional people 
who work in their own homes. If the 
ten million tons oí coal a year, which 
is Mr. Dalton’s aim, are saved, it will 
represent a cut of one-eighth in the 
present domestic consumption. 


Heavy Chemicals 


The Board of Trade announce that 
from to-day the control of certain 
heavy chemicals is withdrawn, and no 
licences will in future be required to 
export caustic soda, calcareous cement, 
salt, sodium bicarbonate, sodium car- 
bonate, sodium silicate, sodium sul- 
phiate. chalk, and whiting. 


““ Honest Tom Kelly’’ 


A generation ago, when what. was 
distinguished as “Corporation politics” 
made a special feature of local interest, 
the late Alderman Kelly was univer- 
sally known as “ Honest Tom Kelly.” 
In later reference to his work, the title 
has often been re-echoed. Yet few 
people are now aware of the cicum- 
stances in which it had been first 
bestowed. 

It was after the announcement of the 
poll in connection with the momentous 
municipal elections, held in pursuance 
of the almost revolutionary extension 
of the franchise, in January, 1898. 
Out of a number of candidates, includ- 
ing Kelly, who faced the electorate 
of the Mansion House Ward, an Alder- 
man and three Councillors had to be 
chosen. The result showed that Tom 
Kelly had been elected Alderman by 
one vote in excess of the number cast 
for Patrick Dowd, who thus became 
senior Councillor. 

The Sheriff was on the point of 
officially making this declaration, 
when Kelly jumped up in protest. He 
had .been following the count himself, 
he stated, and was in a position to 
prove that an error had been made. 
Dowd, he said, was the Alderman, not 
Kelly. At his request, a re-count was 
then taken, whereupon it was found 
that his contention was correct. Dowd 
was then officially declared the duly 
elected Alderman, with Kelly as senior 
Councillor. 

The incident occasioned a profound 
impression, and Tom Kelly had his new 
title shouted at him as soon as he had 
stepped out of the polling station. 
Some years afterwards, on the resigna- 
tion of Alderman Dowd, he was elected 
to the superior distinction, which he 
retained until his death, ,

News has come from India of the death 
of Colonel William Brown, Indian Army. 
retired. Educated at Santry School, he 
entered Trinity College as a Sizar about the 
year 1895, and later he won a scholarship 
and graduated with Honours in Mathe- 
matics. During his college career took 
a keen interest in Rugby football, acting 
as secretary, and playing for Trinity at a 
time when the team was regularly winning 
the Leinster Cup. He played for Ireland 
about the year 1899, when the home team 
won against England. In 1900 he joined 
the British Army and saw service in South 
Africa during the Boer War. Later he 
became attached to the Indian Army. but 
was called back in 1915 to serve in France. 
in Mesopotamia and Palestine, taking part 
under General Allenby in the engagements 
that led to the capture of Jerusalem. 
On his retirement from the Army he made 
his home in Dehra Dun. where he ran a 
very successful school for Indian boys and 
where he died on the 18th inst.
